Comments: 
 
Jerry Brownlow: Any Fire Prevention ordinance would have to pertain county 
wide, whether or not in a fire-prone area.  We are working on the Community Fire 
Plan with the Cities and Apache County.  Trying to put together something that 
makes sense and is as fair as possible.  Responsible people will take care of 
their properties, it’s the violators we have to be concerned with. 
 
Paul Esswein: Too much use of the word “encourage”, need to use stronger 
words, this is a little weak.  Would like to see an amendment to the Navajo 



County Building Codes require the use of fire-defensible building material, not 
just “encourage” it, as written in Goal 8-G. 
  
Issues: 
 
How will plan address fire issues?  Evacuation or forest health? 
 
Need an ordinance requiring property owners/residents to fire-safe their 
properties.

Issue: 
 
Explained the area around Clay Springs and Pinedale is not designated as 
Community Village because there was no local interest in it. 
 
General Discussion: 
 



Clarified that it will not change zoning or lot split privileges. 
 
Discussed Community Plans (such as Heber), agreed it would be beneficial for 
Linden. 
 
Heber Meeting notes – March 23, 2004: 
 
7 people in attendance  
 
Comments: 
 
Fred Green USFS: It is not the Forest Service’s desire or intent to pave any fire 
roads.  By doing so, they would cease to serve the Forest Service purpose. 
 
Jimmy Jayne: Recommended adding the Character Area map to the 
database being built for the Community Wildfire Protection Plan. 
 
Issues: 
 
Fred Green USFS: Section on Rodeo-Chediski fire should be revisited.  It 
appears to have implementations that are unreachable with available resources 
and technology, could give citizens greater expectations than reality.  Offered to 
rewrite the section. 
 
General Discussion:
